Boulanger's majorities have be»n taostly 
obtained in the central and extreme out- 
lying districts. 

TIIK OENRKAL CONFIDENT. 

General Boulungor said this afternoon 
tlmt lie folt sure of receiving a majority of 
at least (10,000 votes. The Boulangist 
organization is perfect and tlio followers 
of the general were everywhere instructed 
to maintain perfect order, otherwise the 
oausu of their chiof would bo seriously in- 
jured. The instructions have been carried 
out to tho letter, and no disturbances have 
occurred. The excitement at 8 o'clock 
this evening, when thu returns allowed 
that Boulanger's majority in St. Denis 
was 5,800, was very great. In tho 81 h 
arrondissemont Boulungor polled three 
times us ninny votes as his opponent, 
Jacques, and this announcement added to 
the excitement. The members of the 
government are astounded at the result, 
and beta are freely offered that the minis- 
try will resign to-morrow. The lioulaii- 
i;ists now confidently expect that tho gen- 
eral will receive fully 100,000 majority. 
A MAJORITY OF 81,500. 
Gen. Boulanger has been elected by 
81,550 majority. 

this workinomkn's votk. 
During last night there was much ex- 
citement and disorder throughout the 
city. Many brawls and street lights oc- 
curred, winch in some cases were very se- 
rious. The disorder was particularly 
great in the vicinity of Montmartro and 
the Youburg temple, where quite a large 
number of persons wore wounded. Tho 
morning opened bright and fair, and the 
streets were thronged at an e:irly hour. 
The electors were vory active in predict- 
ing the nearest tigure to the actual vote 
shown by the returns. Tho Boulangiata 
were alert, and displayed surprising con- 
fidence throughout. The workinginen's 
vote, upon which the issue depended, was 
mainly cast for Boulanger. The news- 
papers displayed unprecedented energy in 
their arrangements for securing returns. 
The Bouhmgists confidently predict the 
fall of the Floquet ministry, and the dis- 
solution of tho chamber. The city is care- 
fully guarded by the police and military 
to prevent any disturbance. 

TIIK COMPLETE RETUUN3. 

The complete returns from the Depart' 
incut of the Seine gives Boulanger 244,- 
070; Jacques 162,520; Boule 16,700, and 
the other candidate 10,358. 

THE EXCITEMENT IN LONDON. 

The rooms of thu London club, and tho 
corridors of tho principal hotels, woro 
crowded at an early hour this evening by 
persons awaiting thu announcement of the 
result of the Paris election. The excite- 
ment which prevailed everywhere was as 
great, anil in some cases greater, than 
that which has attended many general 
elections for members of the British 
House of Commons. All sorts of rumors 
were afloat and predictions of dire disaster 
in France or the immense enhancement 
of her prestige, according to the political 
leanings of tho prophets, were froely 
made. Tho definite result was received 
much earlier than was expscted, and 
while it uroused considerable discussion, it 
excited no surprise. 

DISCIPLINE OF THE UOOLANOISTS. 
Tho most remarkable phase of the elec- 
tion was the perfect discipline of the Bou- 
langists, which affords another example of 
Boulanger's wonderful skill as an organ- 
iser. Each of the 373 polling places in 
the department was guarded by members 
of the patriotic league, who worked like 
beavers throughout the day, and the out- 
come attests the faithfulness of this work. 
The Boulangists, confident of success, had 
arranged for an immense banquet at the 
Cafe Durand to celebrate the victory as 
soon as the result should be known. At 
10 o'clock the approaches to the cafe were 
lined with troops and the basement of the 
Madeleine was filled with soldiers in read- 
iness to pounce upon the crowd in the 
event of a row. The banquet took place, 
however, without any unusal disturb- 
ances. 

MIS OPPONENTS DUMBFOUNDED. 

When the announcement was made 
that Boulanger had probably received a 
majority of 100.000, the opponents of 
Boulangism were dumfounded. The po- 
lice, military and other officials imme- 
diately made preparations to suppress 
any disorder that might grow out of tho 
ebullitions of the followers of the doughty 
general at the discomfiture of his adver- 
saries, and for a while the excitement was 
intense, though it was manifested chiefly 
in noisy rather than physical demonstra- 
tion. 

THE GOVERNMENT MUST RESIGN. 

The last despatches from Paris indicate 
that the Government must resign imme- 
diately, and it is stated that Prosident 
Curnot foresees this, and has decided to 
request M. Itourier to attempt to form a 
industry. It is impossible to overestimate 
tho gravity of the situation. A crisis 
sooins inevitable, Boulanger's success

Slio was Overloaded and Went to the Uottom 
of Kootenai Lake.

Henderson, of Koot- 
enai Lake, giving a description of the 
sinking of the Tacoma in the lako :

Sho went 
down with a cargo of steel, nails and crow- 
bars. The cargo belonged to (i. B. Wright 
& Co., and its loss will bo missed vory 
much iu this camp, as the tnols cannot be 
replaced this season. Tho sunken brat 
laioB about one and a half miles from the 
west shore and opposite tho mouth of 
Coffee crock, three miles south of Warm 
Springs. She wont down under full sail. 
1 have seen but one man, a Frenchman, 
who seemed to know anything about the 
sinking of the boat, and he was two miles 
away at tho time she wont down. Soon 
after she disappeared from sight ho saw 
two or tiiroo little spooks bobbing up and 
down on tho waves. Ho turned his boat, 
and'nftcr a hard pull, he saw that the little 
dark specks were two men struggling in 
thu water and clinging to three little 
boxes. Each man had a box under his 
arm and the third box between them. 
In this way they managed to keep their 
heads above water. They woro tho men 
in charge of tho ill-fatud vessel. The 
Frenchman said the boat was overloaded. 
While cutting through a heavy swoll the 
boat tilled with water and sank. "— Spok- 
ane Falls Review. 



POKT ANGELES. 

Progress of the Colony— Too Prospoets of 
the New Town. 

Mr. John Muloney, secretary of the 
Port Angeles colony, was interviewed by 
a Colonist representative on matters pur- 
taining to the ambitious town across the 
straits. Mr. Maloney said the colony had 
prospered during tho past year, and 
hoped to make rapid advances during tho 
present. Port Angolos at the present 
time was not a customs port, but they 
wore moving in the matter and trusted 
soon to be in a position to open tho pint 
to commerce. Tho lack of bucIi a facility 
had seriously affected their interests in 
the year just passed. 

The colony association are now build- 
ing a steam schooner for trading purposes, 
and will have it running very soon. They 
desired connection with Victoria, which 
was their nearest neighbor, and thought 
benefit would bo derived by both places. 
Mr. Maloney trusted tho scheme for lay- 
ing a cable from this city to Port Angeles 
would become a fact, especially as there 
was a movement being made to build a 
telegraph lino from Seattle to tho Port. 
Theso two in operation, Victoria would 
havo competition for all business, and 
Angeles would securo good telegraphic 
communication with tho outer world. 

The district lying around Port Angeles 
is being rapidly settled up, land-seekers 
arriving by every boat. To tho south 
and southwest excollent fanning lands 
havo boon discovered, and tukuti up. The 
Quilaynt country about forty miles south- 
west of Port Angeles contains a tract of 
farming land forty milos long and twenty 
miles wide, and has already about 150 
settlors. An agitation is on foot to build 
a road from Port Angeles through to this 
settlement, every acre of which can be 
cultivated, about a third of its extent be- 
ing prairie land. Ono peculiar feature of 
the Quilaynt valley is that corn can be 
grown to perfection. 

The colony association will double tho 
capacity of their sawmill this year, and ex- 
tend their wharf in order to accommodate 
deep sea vcsboIs. Tho colony and in- 
dividual members thereof own Home 
thousands of acres of lino timber lands, 
including some excellent cedar soven miles 
from Port Angeles. To open up this a 
railroad has been graded three milos, and 
it, is oxpoetod that outside capitalists will 
take over the road and build and equip if. 
into the timber and perhaps extend it its 
far as tho Quilayat country. Inducements 
are being offered to locate other mills at 
Port Angeles. 

Mr. Maloney is in tho city for the pur- 
pose of floating bonds for building n 
schoolhoiise for tho use of the children of 
tho onlonists.

Sonic 
uiembors of thu chamber of deputies ad- 
vucato strong anti- Boulangist measures 
by thu government. They urgo that 
General Campenor bo asked to form a 
cabinet. President Carnot held a con- 
ference this morning with many men 
prominent in political life. It is the 
President's intention to

and to accept all the responsibility tho sit- 
uation involves. Ho will not abandon the 
presidency lintil the expiration of his term 
of ollicu. Paris receives the election of 
Boulanger with more composure than w as 
tube expected. There was grout excite 
nient 011 thu part of the Boulangists dur- 
ing the evening, but no extravagant or 
violent demonstrations woro made. When 
tho last returns were in, and the complete 
vote known, tho crowds, after much cheer- 
ing, minjlod at some points with vigorous 
hissing, began to disperse, and by two 
o'clock this morning the streets were com- 
paratively quiet. The good behavior of 
tho Boulangists has disarmed opposition 
and reassured the citizens generally. Tlio 
result of the election is acquiesced in as 
an honest and 

WELL WON VICTORY. 

No signs of rage are shown. No sounds 
of alarm are given. Even the opposition 
remains cnlm. The republican journals, 
which so bitterly reviled the general and 
persistently predicted his defeat, admit 
that the parly has met with reverses, se- 
rious indeed ; but not so bad as to dis- 
courage the party. Tho monarchist and 
Bonapartist ortrans interpret the decisio.i 
of the people, each their own way, as fav- 
orable to their own cause, but thoy agree 
to ono thing, that it is a condemnation 
of the parliamentary republic and they 
presage its downfall. 

THE REPUBLIC MENACED. 

Tho fuct that 00,000 conservatives and 
Io0,000 republicans voted for Boulanger 
is considered in government circles as a 
menace to tho republic. 

CAREWORN AND ANXIOUS. 

Tho questions which some of the radical 
members proposed to ask the government 
in tho chamber of deputies to-day, regard- 
ing yesterday's election and its results, 
have been postponed until Thursday next. 
General B'.ulanger did not appear to-day 
ill the chamber, and thousands of his ad- 
mirers were disappointed. Largo and ex- 
jited crowds gathered outside the cham- 
ber, and it was with difficulty that their 
enthusiasm could be restrained by tho 
police, who were present in great force. 
When Premier Floquet appeared it was 
noticed that he looked careworn and 
anxious. 

THE EFFECT ON THE BOURSE. 

The completeness of General Bou- 
langer's triumph yesterday has had a curi- 
ously quieting effect upon the Paris 
Bourse. The market has been steady all 
day, and financiers generally believe that 
it will shortly bo stronger than for some 
timo past. Tho bulk of public and press 
opinion and comments on tho election, 
favors the belief that Boulanger is per- 
fectly satisfied with the extent of his poli- 
tical strength, and is content, for the 
present with yesterday's disclosure of it, 
and will remain quiet and calmly await thu 
drift of events. Tho followers of Boulan- 
ger, as well as the general himself, are 
convinced that so long as they remain 
quiescent any action the government may 
take against them will only add to their 
popular strength; and they are also con- 
fident that the ministry's chagrin will lead 
M. Floquet snd his colleagues to tho com- 
mission of acts that will rebound to tho 
advantage of the new deputy for the 
Seine.

Naples, Jan. 28.— Gladstone has re- 
quested that the album of views subscrib- 
ed for by the English and American col- 
onies at Roino, as a gift to the ex-premier, 
be sent him in London instead of being 
presented personally. 

The Kaiser's Birthday. 

Berlin, Jan. 28. — On the occasion of 
the thirtieth anniversary of his birth, the 
Emperor to-day received at Whitehall 
Castle a number of sovereigns of tho Ger- 
man states, Prince Bismarck and the im- 
perial ministers, Count Von Moltke, the 
diplomatic corps, many knights of 
tho Hod and Black Eagle, and 
a large number of other distinguished 
persons, all of whom congratulate tho 
Kaiser on his birthday. The Guards' 
colon were removed from tho old palace 
to the castle. The Emperor in issuing an 
order, eulogizing tho Guards and lauding 
their achievements expressed tho hope of 
his ability to maintain tho glory of tho 
several Prussian regiments which had re- 
ceived the names of famous families, which 
had been connected with their traditions 
and glories and honorable deeds. The 
enthusiasm in Berlin and the provinces 
over tho event is verygreat.

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TEACH HUS' GERT1 FICA TES. 

We Bco a letter in the News-Adver- 
tiser of Saturday List, in which an attempt 
is made to undermine tliu contidonco of 
tliu public in the impartiality of the Edu- 
cation department of the Provincial Gov- 
ernment, The writer wishes to create the 
impression that teachers' certificates are 
not granted according to merit. Ho gives 
instances in which candidates who yot 
fewer marks than some of their competi- 
tors, obtain higher class certificates "A 
teacher with D77 marks," ho says, "got a 
third A certificate, valid for two years, 
whilst the next teacher, witli 1,207 marks 
and fourteen other teachers, each having 
niolo than 077 marks, goi, u third B, good 
for one year only— strange, yet true. " 
This may he strange and true and yet 
quite fair and right. It must be remem- 
bered that tho candidate who gets a large 
number of marks is not necessarily well 
qualified to teach. If, for instance, a can- 
didate deserves a high rating as far as 
marks are concerned for every subject ex- 
cept, say, spelling or English gram- 
mar or arithmetic, would it he 
right for the examiner to rate 
him as high as the candidate who 
excelled in these essentials I It is quite 
possiblu that a candidate who has been 
well crammed may make a high percent- 
age of marks in natural philosophy, an- 
cient history, anatomy, Canadian history 
and writing, and fail, or tho next thing to 
fail, in reading, spelling, arithmetic, gram- 
mar and composition. Tho examiners 
would bo perfectly justified in placing t.!io 
candidates who ivoro weak in the essen- 
tials of education in a low grade or in 
plucking them altogether. A superficial 
knowledge of what may be called accom- 
plishments will never make up for a want 
of knowledge in what really constitutes 
the basis of sound education. A candi- 
date who reads badly, who cannot spell 
well, whose knowledge! of arithmetic is 
defective, or who can neither speak nor 
write correctly, should not bo allowed to 
enter a school-room as a teacher. The 
intelligent reader will see ill a moment 

that judicious examiners will not clarify 
candidates for teachers' certificates strictly 
according to marks, without any 
regard to the subjects for which 
the marks are given. He can 
eusily understand that it is quite possible 
for the candidate who gets only a moder- 
ate number of marks to bu much better 
qualified to teach t han one to whom many 
more marks are awarded. Tho candidate 
wiio when returning from an examina- 
tion triumphantly exclaimed, "I done all 
them sums right," was not exactly tho 
kind of person to teatli children English, 
no matter how many marks lie might 
have won. Examiners have other duties 
than to set. papers and count marks- 
They must use discretion and be able to 
discriminate between those candidates 
who sre thoroughly trained and those who 
are merely crammed for an examination. 
What the News- Advertiser' a correspond- 
ent considers a grievance is really no 
grievance at all. But his letter may be 
useful to those who are qualifying them- 
selves to become, teachers, if it convinces 
them that they cannot make up by mere 
coaching on a lew subjects for the want of 
a thorough knowledge of those necessary 
brauche* of education, which if they ob- 
tain certificates they will be re- 
quired to teach. 

The News- Advertiser's correspondent is 
in error when he says "t he Government 
in 1887 cancelled all the first-class certifi- 
cates of the Province, and the Min- 
ister of Education promptly furnished 
Biich teachers with a temporary certifi- 
cate." Subsection 8 of Section -II of the 
School Act reads as follows : " Every 
First Class Grade A certificate and every 
First Class B certificate in force on July 
1st, 1888, shall he renewable from year to 
year by I he Examiners until .Inly 1st, 
18SW, on this application of the holder of 
any such certificate, provided the appli- 
cant has been employed as teacher during 
Homo portion of tho twelve months imme- 
diately preceding the date of application 
for renewal." 

The statement wilh regard to temporary 
certilicates is also a gross misrepresenta- 
tion, Temporary cersificatos are granted 
on tho application not of the candidate, 
but of a Hoard of School Trustees, de- 
siring his services as a teacher. If the 
regulations of the Act are complied with, 
tho Minister of Education 1ms no choice 
in tho matter. Tint law nays, "Certifi- 
cates of qualification tlutll be granted." 
It is much to be regretted that glaring 



misrepresentation respecting tho excellent 
systom of education in force in this pro- 
pince should he circulated. Tho examin- 
ers havo a difficult and a delicate duty to 
perform, and those who would load tho 
public to believe that it is not performed 
intelligently and impartially do those 
gentlemen the gossest injustice, and they 
also do what they can materially to injuro 
the causo of education. 

BO ULANQEK& VIOTOBY. 

The election of Boulanger for Paris by 
an immense majority is a serious blow to 
the government of France, and, it may be, 
to the Republic itself. To demonstrate 
how popular ho is Boulanger has resorted 
to a device which is unknown in Groat 
Britain or her dependencies. Ho causes 
himself to bo the candidate of any vacant 
seat in the Chamber of Deputies for which 
there is any prospect of his being returned. 
When a vacancy occurred in the depart- 
ment to which ho was elected on Sunday, 
he was a member of the Chamber of Dep- 
uties. Ho was not the mail to rest and be 
thankful like the British member does 
after he has secured a seat in Parliament. 
He became during tho past year a can- 
didate in several constituencies and it is 
expected that in the current year ho will 
run for forty seats. He has mot with one 
or two checks but he has generally been 
returned with large majorities. But this 
Paris victory is tho greatest one ho has 
yet gained. Those who did not liko the 
Floquet Government, no matter how much 
they might differ, united in voting for 
Boulanger. The Royalists supported him, 
so did the Bonapartists and so dj^ t he 
socialists. What they hope to gain by 
uniting to elect him it iH difficult to say. 
Thoy will, no doubt, embarrass and per- 
haps defeat the present government, but 
what, will follow no one seems to know, 
or indeed to care. To dish the Govern- 
ment is the first, object, and in fact tho 
only common object, of tho motley crowd 
which voted for Boulanger. That done, 
the rest, seems to be left to the chapter of 
acoidonts. It is thought, by many that 
Bou Miger's advent to power moans >var 
with Germany, but ho has lately loudly 
declared that he is for peace. It may be 
that Boulanger has Borne settled plan of 
action, but if he lias, the politicians of 
Europe have failed to find out what it is. 
there are many who believe that he mere- 
ly represents the general discontent with 
things as they are, that he is simply drift- 
ing on the tide of popular discontent; and 
that lie has no clearer notion of what the 
movement which takes his name will lead 
to than the rest of the world. Ho certain- 
ly cannot hope to please the whole 
of bis supporters. All the par- 
lies and sections of parties that 
have ra's id him to power cannot, expect to 
use him for their purposes, which are 
diverse and even antagonistic. He cannot 
work to bring the Royalists back to power 
and at the same time please bis Bonitpart- 
ist supporters, and if be endeavors to 
serve the Socialistic workmen who gave 
him his immense majority ho will be cer- 
tain to find among his most determined 
opponents a vory large proportion of the 
men who contributed to bis last triumph. 
It appears just now as if Boulanger would 
find it extremely difficult to organize a 
party out of the heterogeneous elements 
of which bis constituency and his follow" 
ers are composed. But it is impossible to 
to tell what new complications may bo 
found in France. The only thing that 
the history of the Republic has made cer- 
tain is that whatever government may bo 
formed, all parties will combine to destroy 
it almost as soon as it is organized. The 
spirit of faction has been supreme in 
France tor many years. It would appear 
as if that country cannot lie governed by 
parliamentary majorities, (thasliada suc- 
cessionof administrations, each of which has 
been torn to pieces by the very men who 
assisted at its formation. There is no 
statesman in France w ho enjoys tho confi- 
dence of the majority of the nation. "Bou- 
langer, it is said, is an accident, and those 
who have had the best, opportunities of 
forming an estimate of his abilities and 
his character, do not believe that ho is 
able to keep the place towhich ho has 
been elevated by popular opinion or popu- 
lar caprice.

Oil have eased friction in many 
ways and places and the shipmaster who 
now refuses to uso it in smoothing old 
Ocuan's faco, will bo stamped as stupid 
and unworthy tho treat reposed in Mm."

A Gang of Outlaws Hemmed 
by an Army of Sorponta.

Tho close of the civil war left some por- 
tions of the South in tho hands of dospor- 
aloly wicked mon. Particularly was this 
true of parts of Missouri, Mississippi, Ar- 
kansas, Louisiana and Texas. While tho 
Confedorato troops had disbanded, and be- 
fore tho Federal could occupy the country, 
tho Ruerrilla and bushwhacker wero there. 
I had a district assigned to mo along tho 
Ht. Francis rivor, Arkansas, and tho total 
sti ongth of my comtnand was twenty-eight 
men. 

In my torritory, says a writer in tho Now 
Torif Sun, as I soon ascertained, wero some 
of the worst desperadoes in tho West. All 
had belonged to guerrilla bands, and all had 
rof'ised to come in and surrender at the close 
of tho war. Tho meanest, if not tho worst, 
man in my district was Captain Dado. Ho 
was in command of a dozen outlaws. I sont 
tho desperado word to como in and surren- 
der. He sont mo word to go to thunder, I 
notified him in writing that if ho did not 
come iu by a certain dnto I should declnro 
him an outlaw in tho district, and proceed 
to hunt him down and kill him. He replied 
by word of mouth that if I did not surren- 
der to him on or* before the same date he 
would proceed to exterminate my com- 
mand. I gave him ten days, having not tho 
slightest hope that ho would como in. On 
tiio morning of tho elovonth day I had a 
call from a native, about twenty-live years 
old, who announced himself as "Dan," and 
•who said ho had called on a littlo business 
matter. I supposed it to bo about a permit, 
or to make complaint, but after a bit he ob- 
served: 

"Captain, them ten days ar' up, an' I 
reckon Bill Dade hain't shown hisself." 

"No. ho hasn't come in." 

•'An' he won't, nuthor." 

"I don't expect lie will." 

•'Wall, ar' you gwiue ter let him an' his 
gang keep up thar whoppin 1 an' shottin' an 1 
killin'." 

"No. Dill Dado and his gang are now out- 
lawed by proclamation. 1 am going to hunt 
them down and wipe them out." 

"Right off, Captain 1" 

"As soon as I can arrange for it." 

"Von kin arrange right now, Captain. 
That's what I'm yere fur. How much a 
head i f I wine out the Dade eun a i" - 

"How many are there?" ~ ~ *^ 

"Just live, an' every one of 'em has com- 
mitted murder an' wuss a dozen times 
ovor." 

"I can't offer a reward for their heads. I 
have outlawed thorn, and the military au- 
thorities have the right to shoot them on 
sight." 

At that moment word was brought mo 
that Dado's gang had come within two miles 
of headquarters and murdered two of tho 
command who wero stationed at a f rood- 
man's rendezvous to preserve order. Half 
an hour later tho man called Dan departed 
on his man hunt, and he had my agreement 
in writing that neither the law nor tho mili- 
tary should trouble him for shooting down 
any of the gang. 

This daring man-hunter stepped into his 
canoe and paddled up the river about five 
miles.

1 reminded tho speaker that 
shooting wsb not allowed in the harbor; al- 
most, immediately after this they got into 
a boat and paddled off. doing up the 
bank wo could boo nothing of tho man who 
had run away.
